DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to because the figures in the circles should be separated from 
Figs. 1 and 2 and labeled such as Fig.l, Fig.l A, Fig.2, Fig.2A, for example. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sadler 
(6,354,703). 

The limitations in claims 1-4 are shown in Sadler's Figs. 1,3,3A. Sadler discloses a detachable 

adaptor for glasses by which shelter glasses are detachably mounted immediately in front of 

main glasses, the detachable adaptor comprising: first and second clamp legs 31\33' to clamp 

the adaptor to a desired position of the main frame, the first and second clamp legs being jointed 

at centers thereof to each other a flexible web 50; a magnet unit 30' provided at a rear end of the 

first clamp leg; and an adjusting screw 41' provided a rear end of the second clamp leg, the 

adjusting screw having a role as a spacer to adjust a clamping force of the first and second clamp 

legs when clamping the adaptor to the desired position of the main frame.
